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Lawyer slams 'persecution' 
as Interpol hunts WikiLeaks 
chief

LONDON, England (AFP) - 
The lawyer of WikiLeaks 
founder Julian Assange said 
yesterday his client was being 
persecuted for publishing em¬ 
barrassing US diplomatic ca¬ 
bles as Interpol called for his 
arrest over rape accusations. 

As Washington tried to 
calm new outbursts of anger 
from world leaders over the 
leaks, France-based Interpol 
said it had alerted all member 
states to arrest Assange, who is 
wanted in Sweden on allega¬ 
tions of sex crimes. 

Assange's mother said she 
did not want her son "hunted 
down," while his lawyer in Lon¬ 
don suggested the alert issued 
by the global police body could 
be linked to the "bellicose" US 
reactions over the dumping of 
the classified documents. 

"This is a persecution and 
not a prosecution," his attorney 
Mark Stephens said, without 
revealing the whereabouts of 
the elusive 39-year-old Aus¬ 
tralian. 

In Islamabad, Pakistan's 
Prime Minister Yousuf Raza 
Gilani called in the US ambas¬ 
sador for talks as WikiLeaks' 
drip-feed of250,000 US cables 
sent fresh shockwaves around 
the diplomatic community. 

Suggestions by US diplo¬ 
mats that Pakistan's nuclear 
weapons could fall into the 


hands of terror groups "are 
misplaced and doubtless fall in 
the realm of condescension," 
foreign office spokesman 
Abdul Basit told AFP. 

The anger stems from a 
2009 cable in which then US 
ambassador Anne Patterson 
spoke of concerns that some¬ 
one working in government 
nuclear facilities "could gra¬ 
dually smuggle enough mate¬ 
rial out to eventually make a 
weapon." 

Meanwhile, Russian Prime 
Minister Vladimir Putin fired 
back after cables released by 
WikiLeaks described US De¬ 
fence Secretary Robert Gates 
as saying that Russian democ¬ 
racy was in retreat. 

Putin said Gates was 
"deeply misled" and warned 
Washington not to meddle in 
Russia's internal politics, ac¬ 
cording to the transcript of an 
interview with CNN. 

In Turkey, Prime Minister 
Recep Tayyip Erdogan was fu¬ 
rious at suggestions by US 
diplomats that he had secret 
accounts in Swiss banks and 
was involved in fraud, suggest¬ 
ing the cable's authors could 
face prosecution. 

Argentina, meanwhile, said 
US cables that questioned 
President Cristina Kirchner's 
mental health were "shame¬ 
ful." 


Parliament confused by Minister 
of Tourism?

Airports closed as Europe 
shivers in fresh snowfall 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
Heavy snowfalls forced some 
of Europe's busiest airports to 
close and wreaked havoc on 
roads and railways yesterday 
as an unseasonable cold snap 
swept the continent, claiming 
at least 15 lives. 

Temperatures dropped to as 
low as minus 18 degrees Cel¬ 
sius (minus 0.4 degrees 
Fahrenheit) in some parts of 
Germany, while driving rain in 
Italy triggered the collapse of 
two Roman walls in Pompeii 
and flooding in Venice. 


Thirteen people died of ex¬ 
posure in central Europe, in¬ 
cluding eight in Poland. Most 
were under the influence of al¬ 
cohol, according to police. 

Two people died in England 
in accidents blamed on the 
weather, one in a motorcycle 
crash and the other after falling 
into a freezing lake. 

Trains were also hit, includ¬ 
ing the Eurostar, which oper¬ 
ates high-speed passenger 
trains linking London with 
Paris and Brussels.

Venezuela grapples with 
worst flooding in decades 


CARACAS, Venezuela 
(AFP) - At least 25 people 
have been killed and thou¬ 
sands left homeless as torren¬ 
tial rains have caused the 
worst flooding in Venezuela 
in the last 40 years, officials 
said. 

Authorities updated an 
earlier toll after four bodies 
were found in the capital, 
Civil Defense director Luis 
Diaz Curbelo told state-run 
television. 

Defense Minister Carlos 
Mata said 33,000 people had 
sought refuge from the flood¬ 
ing, which has destroyed 
thousands of homes across a 
wide swathe of the north and 
central part of the country, in¬ 
cluding the capital Caracas. 

Experts at the Central Uni¬ 
versity of Venezuela said the 
flooding was the worst in 40 
years. 

President Hugo Chavez's 
government has issued emer¬ 
gency decrees for three states 
in the north — Vargas, Mi¬ 
randa and the Capital Dis¬ 
trict, which includes most of 
Caracas — and has set up 259 
emergency shelters across the 
country. 

Mata said 10,000 troops 
have been deployed to help 


provide aid. 

Primary schools have been 
closed this week in 11 states, 
and the flooding has blocked 
key roads and shut down 
some airports and refineries 
in South America's largest oil 
producer. 

Many Venezuelans are 
still haunted by a wave of 
massive landslides in 1999 in 
Vargas that killed some 
10,000 people and swept en¬ 
tire villages away. 

The annual rainy season in 
Central and South America 
has been especially heavy 
this year because of the cli¬ 
mate phenomenon known as 
La Nina. 

This year's flooding has 
claimed the lives or more 
than 130 people in Mexico 
and 400 in Central America.

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iPad has real Xmas rival in 
Galaxy tablet 



HONG KONG (AFP) - Last 
Christmas anybody asked if 
they wanted a ’’tablet” proba¬ 
bly thought they were being 
offered a pill to ease indiges¬ 
tion caused by a little bit of 
festive over-indulgence. 

But this year, millions of 
people around the world will 
be glued to their iPad or other 
tablet computer instead of 
watching yet another re-run 
of a movie on TV. 

Samsung Electronics says 
it has sold over 700,000 of its 
Galaxy Tab device in the six 
weeks since its launch and 
believes at least a million will 
be in people’s hands by the 
end of the year. 

But that’s still miles be¬ 
hind the iPad, which only 
went on sale in South Korea 
— Samsung’s home turf — for 
the first time on Tuesday. 

Apple has sold more than 
eight million of the gadgets 
since it went on sale in April 
but could have sold more, ex¬ 
perts say, were it not for 
problems making enough to 
meet demand. 

Sony, BlackBerry maker 
Research In Motion (RIM), 
Toshiba, Hewlett-Packard, 
Motorola, Dell, Asus, Acer — 
most of the big global brand 
names in the technology sec¬ 
tor have a tablet computer on 
the market or in the pipeline. 

Technology research firm 
Gartner last month said sales 
of tablet computers are ex¬ 
pected to soar from nearly 20 
million units this year to 55 
million next year and over 
208 million in 2014. 

The Galaxy Tab has a 
seven-inch (18-centimetre) 
touch screen — significantly 
smaller than the iPad’s nearly 
10-inch display. But Sam¬ 
sung says it will introduce 
’’new tablets of different sizes

in the near future”. 

Apple’s first generation 
iPad does not have a camera, 
does not function as a phone 
and the company does not 
allow the Flash video stan¬ 
dard on the gadget. 

These are all big advan¬ 
tages for Samsung, the com¬ 
pany says. 

’’The Tab sets itself apart 
from other similar smart 
media devices by featuring 
optimal portability, Flash 
support, dual cameras and 
phone-call functions,” Sam¬ 
sung Electronics spokesman 
Nam Ki-yung told AFP 

While Apple has its own 
App store where iPad owners 
can buy software and games to 
run on its array of gadgets, 
Samsung and most other 
tablets run on Google’s An¬ 
droid, with apps available from 
the Android Market store.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
The US space agency has 
created a buzz with its an¬ 
nouncement of a press con¬ 
ference today to discuss a 
scientific finding that relates 
to the hunt for life beyond the 
planet Earth. 

’’NASA will hold a news 
conference at 2 pm EST 
(1900 GMT) on Thursday, 
December 2, to discuss an as- 
trobiology finding that will 
impact the search for evi¬ 
dence of extraterrestrial life,” 
it said on its website. 

Space enthusiasts and be¬ 
lievers in alien life took to the 
blogosphere in a flurry of 
speculation over the potential 
meaning of the announce¬ 
ment, though NASA declined 
to elaborate further. 

Those scheduled to speak 
included Mary Voytek, who 
heads NASA's astrobiology 
program; Felisa Wolfe- 
Simon, a NASA astrobiology 
research fellow from the US 
Geological Survey; and 
Pamela Conrad, an astrobiol- 
ogistat NASA's Goddard 


Space Flight Center. 

Astrobiology relates to the 
study of life in the universe, 
including its origin and evo¬ 
lution, where it is located and 
how it might survive in the 
future.

Finger length predicts prostate cancer 
risk: study 


PARIS (AFP) - Men whose 
index fingers are longer than 
their ring, or fourth, fingers 
run a significantly lower risk 
of prostate cancer, according 
to a study published Wednes¬ 
day in the British Journal of 
Cancer. 

The chances of develop¬ 
ing the disease drop by a 
third, and even more in 
younger men, the study 
found. 

"Our results show that rel¬ 
ative finger length could be 


used as a simple test for 
prostate cancer risk, particu¬ 
larly in men aged under 60, M 
said Ros Eeles, a professor at 
the Institute of Cancer Re¬ 
search in Britain and co-au¬ 
thor of the study. 

Finger pattern could help 
identify which men should 
undergo regular screening, 
especially in combination 
with genetic testing or other 
risk factors such as a family 
history of the disease, she 
said. 


From 1994 to 2009, Eeles 
and colleagues questioned 
more than 1,500 prostate can¬ 
cer patients in Britain, along 
with 3,000 healthy control 
cases. 

For more than half the 
men, the index was shorter 
than the ring finger. Com¬ 
pared to this group, men 
whose index and ring fingers 
were the same length — 19 
percent of the cohort — had a 
similar prostate cancer risk. 

But when the index finger 
was longer, the risk of devel¬ 
oping the disease dropped by 
33 percent. 

Men under 60 were 87 
percent less likely to be in the 
cancer group. 

The relative length of the 
two fingers in question — set 
before birth — appears to be a 
marker of different levels of 
sex hormones to which a baby 
is exposed in the womb, with 
less testosterone correlating 
with a longer index finger. 

Earlier research has 
shown that testosterone pro¬ 
motes the growth of prostate 
cancer.

The subway's third rail 
pumps 600 volts of electrical 
current, and climbing back 
onto the platform from the 
tracks is much harder than it 
looks, she said.

European markets, euro recover on 
US, China data 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
European stock markets and 
the euro bounced back yester¬ 
day, supported by strong US 
and Chinese data as bond mar¬ 
ket pressures eased on finan¬ 
cially vulnerable eurozone 
states. 

Sentiment was also sup¬ 
ported by Spain's disclosure of 
new measures to cut costs and 
revive the country's ailing 
economy amid fears Madrid 
too might have to follow the 
lead of Greece and Ireland and 
seek outside financial help. 

The turnaround came after 
two days of turmoil after an 
announcement Sunday the EU 
and the IMF would provide 
Ireland with 85 billion euros 
(111 billion dollars) to shore 
up its banking sector and meet 
its debt obligations. 

That gesture intensified 
speculation that Ireland's fel¬ 
low eurozone financial strag¬ 
glers, Portugal and Spain, 
could also need a bailout in 
due course. 

But yesterday, the interest 
rate, or yield, on 10-year Por¬ 
tuguese and Spanish bonds 
narrowed, suggesting an eas¬ 


ing in tension. 

European stock markets 
posted solid gains, with Lon¬ 
don's FTSE 100 index rising 
2.07 percent to close at 
5,642.50 points. In Paris, the 
CAC 40 added 1.63 percent to 
3,669.29 points while in 
Frankfurt the DAX jumped 
2.66 percent to 6,866.63 
points. 

Elsewhere Madrid soared 
4.44 percent, Milan 2.41 per¬ 
cent and the Swiss Market 
Index 1.54 percent. 

In Madrid, Socialist Prime 
Minister Jose Luis Rodriguez 
Zapatero announced that the 
government would sell 30 per¬ 
cent of the state lottery and of¬ 
fload a bigger stake in the main 
airport operator in addition to 
scrapping a 420-euro (548-dol- 
lar) monthly subsidy to unem¬ 
ployed workers who have lost 
their rights to benefits. 

US stocks also advanced, 
snapping a three-day losing 
streak on eurozone debt con¬ 
cerns after much better-than- 
expected US employment data 
lifted sentiment. 

"All of the fear and loathing 
of the past few days has appar¬ 


ently fallen by the wayside this 
morning," said Patrick O'Hare 
ofBriefmg.com. 

The blue-chip Dow Jones 
Industrial Average was up 1.77 
percent at mid-day as the tech- 
heavy Nasdaq added 2.00 per¬ 
cent. 

Investors in both Europe 
and the United States were also 
heartened by data showing an 
expansion of Chinese manu¬ 
facturing activity, even though 
it increased the chances Bei¬ 
jing would raise interest rates 
in an effort to battle inflation. 

On the currency market the 
euro firmed to 1.3072 dollars 
from 1.2985 dollars late Tues¬ 
day, after climbing at one point 
above 1.31 dollars. 

The dollar meanwhile 
traded at 84.16 yen, up from 
83.63 yen. 

The single currency, in ad¬

GM, Ford, Chrysler US sales soar in 
November 


NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - 
General Motors yesterday re¬ 
ported US car sales for No¬ 
vember jumped 11.4 percent 
from a year ago in a month 
marked by GM's historic re¬ 
turn to Wall Street as it sheds 
government ownership. 

Ford also reported US sales 
rose 24.3 percent in November 
from the same period in 2009, 
with 147,338 vehicles sold. 

"Ford's broad range of high- 
quality, fuel-efficient vehicles 
is driving one of our best years 
ever and positioning Ford to 
deliver improved results in the 
future," said Ken Czubay, Ford 
vice president of sales and 
marketing. 

GM, the largest US au¬ 
tomaker, said sales of its four 
brands — Chevrolet, Buick, 
GMC and Cadillac — totaled 
168,704 vehicles in November, 
up 11.4 percent from Novem¬ 
ber 2009. 

"Each brand came to the 
party in November," said Don 


Johnson, US sales operations 
vice president. 

"These results show that 
our brands continue to gain 
momentum with consumers 
who want stylish, fuel-efficient 
vehicles," he said in a state¬ 
ment. 

GM returned to public tra¬ 
ding on November 18, mar¬ 
king a dramatic turnaround for 
the embattled company. 

The Detroit, Michigan- 
based automaker was forced 
into bankruptcy protection in 
June 2009 amid massive debts 
and a 50-billion-dollar govern¬ 
ment bailout. 

The initial public offering 
of shares, which raised more 
than 23.7 billion dollars, low¬ 
ered the government stake in 
the company below 50 percent 
and recouped 11.7 billion dol¬ 
lars for US taxpayers. 

Chrysler, which was also 
salvaged by a massive tax¬ 
payer-funded bailout, also re¬ 
ported US sales rose 17 


percent in November from last 
year, in the eighth straight 
month of year-to-year sales in¬ 
creases. 

Chrysler sold 74,152 vehi¬ 
cles last month, it said. 

GM shares were up two 
percent and Ford stocks 
jumped 3.5 percent following 
their monthly US sales re¬ 
ports.

Anti-whaling activists launch 
'Godzilla' speedboat 



The Sea Shepherd Conservation Society’s newest vessel "Gojira," as the giant monster 
Godzilla is known in Japan, some 11 months after its futuristic Ady Gil craft was lost in a 
high-seas clash with whalers. 


SIDNEY, Australia - Mili¬ 
tant anti-whaling campaign¬ 
ers said yesterday they had 
launched a new "Godzilla" 
speedboat to chase Japanese 
harpooners hunting the giant 
mammals in Antarctic wa¬ 
ters. 

The Australia-flagged 33- 
meter (100-foot) stabilized 
monohull is imposing with¬ 
out being overly heavy, and 
will be fast enough to chase 
the Japanese, the group's 
Australian director Jeff 
Hansen said. 

"We are not going to re¬ 
lease the speed (it can reach), 
we are just saying that it is 
going to go faster than a har¬ 
poon ship," he told AFP. 

"This vessel is purely to be 
used for its speed advantage." 

The black Gojira, which 
previously completed a 
round-the-world voyage in 
less than 80 days under the 
name Cable & Wireless Ad¬ 
venture, will join veteran Sea 
Shepherd ships the Bob 
Barker and the Steve Irwin 
on their annual southern 
hemisphere summer pursuit 
of the Japanese whalers. 

Hansen said the two larger 
boats would leave Tasmania 
today, with the Gojira catch¬ 
ing up with them several days 
later. 

Sea Shepherd believes its 
activists will be leaving on 
the annual mission — which 
usually extends until about 
March — ahead of the Japan¬ 
ese boats for the first time 
ever. 

"We're in a very, very 
good position right now," 
Hansen said. "We're the best 
prepared we've ever been." 

Tensions ran high last sea¬ 
son after a January 6 collision 
with a Japanese harpoon ship 
sliced off the front of the Ady 
Gil, a New Zealand-flagged 


trimaran. 

A New Zealand inquiry 
found both vessels were at 
fault over the incident, which 
occurred as Sea Shepherd 
boats harassed Japanese har¬ 


pooners and resulted in the 
Ady Gil sinking. 

Hansen said Sea Shepherd 
had learned valuable lessons 
from the experience, adding 
that he hoped having an Aus¬ 
tralia-flagged ship involved 
in the campaign would push 
more action from Canberra 


on saving the whales. 

Australia strongly opposes 
Japan's whaling and has 
started action against Tokyo 
in the International Court of 
Justice over its continued 


slaughter of the animals. 

Japan hunts whales in 
southern waters around 
Antarctica using a loophole 
in a 1986 international mora¬ 
torium that allows "lethal re¬ 
search,” but does not hide the 
fact that the meat is later sold 
in shops and restaurants.

ZURICH (AFP) - Japan 
promised a high tech marvel 
in its final pitch to host the 
2022 World Cup on Wednes¬ 
day by paving 400 stadiums 
around the world with 3D flat 
screens to show life size 
matches thousands of miles 
away. 

"I have to admit that the 
idea of this blows my mind 
away,” admitted Japan 2022 
bid committee chief execu¬ 
tive Kohzo Tashima. 

’’Three hundred and sixty 
million people could have a 
full stadium experience of 
matches; that’s over 100 
times the number of specta¬ 
tors at the 1994 World Cup in 
the United States,” he told 
FIFA's executive committee. 

Backed by Sony chairman 
Howard Stringer, Japanese 
officials mirrored the promise 
of an electronics revolution 
for the next generation that 
would eliminate language 
problems in Japan by provid¬ 
ing tiny real-time interpreta¬ 
tion machines and constant 
connection to palm sized 
screens. 

But the highlight of the 
presentation a day before the 
grandees of world footballs' 
governing body — some of 
whom are in their 80s — 
choose the hosts, was the idea 
of paving whole pitches in¬ 
cluding Wembley or the leg- 


MADRID (AFP) - Real 
Madrid's Portuguese interna¬ 
tional Cristiano Ronaldo, 
who missed a training session 
on Wednesday, is suffering 
from an ankle injury, the 
Spanish club said.

Ex-NBA player 
Marbury 
switches teams 
in China 

BEIJING (AFP) - Former 
NBA bad boy Stephon Mar¬ 
bury has parted acrimo¬ 
niously with yet another 
employer, splitting with his 
team in northern China to 
sign with another Chinese 
squad, state media said 
Wednesday. 

The former NBA all-star, 
who resurrected his career by 
coming to China earlier this 
year, signed a contract Tues¬ 
day with the Chinese Basket¬ 
ball Association's Foshan 
Dragon Lions, the official 
China News Service said. 

That came after the Shanxi 
Zhongyu Brave Dragons last 
week released Marbury, 33, 
on a sour note, the report 
said, with the team citing 
salary "reasons” and Mar- 
bury's inability to guarantee 
his fitness to play. 

Marbury meanwhile ac¬ 
cused the team of "lying to 
him and Shanxi's fans”, the 
report said, giving no details. 

AFP was unable to imme¬ 
diately contact the teams, 
Marbury, or the CBA for 
comment, and none of the 
parties appears to have made 
a public statement. 

Marbury — the first player 
to appear in both an NBA and 
a CBA All-Star game — is by 
far the biggest foreign star 
ever to play in China. 

He joined Shanxi in early 
2010 to revive his playing ca¬ 
reer after falling out with his 
NBA teams and to market his 
"Starbury” brand of basket¬ 
ball shoes. 

Shanxi said in July that 
Marbury had agreed to stay 
three more years with the 
team. 

Instead, the ex-New York 
Knick will now play for Fos¬ 
han, based in the city of the 
same name in the southern 
province of Guangdong. 

The team last season 
played as Shaanxi Lithium En¬ 
ergy, based in the northern 
province of Shaanxi, but 
moved to Guangdong after a 
change of ownership this sum¬ 
mer, China News Service said. 


PARIS (AFP) - Rafael Nadal 
has finished the year firmly 
atop the world rankings de¬ 
spite losing to Roger Federer 
in the ATP Tour Champi¬ 
onship final in London on 
Sunday. 

The Spaniard has 12,450 
points, 3,305 ahead of Fed¬ 
erer whom he replaced at the 
top after winning the French 
Open and Wimbledon during 
the summer. Nadal went on to 
win the US Open, while Fed¬ 
erer took the year's first 
Grand Slam title in Australia. 

Andy Murray, meanwhile, 
moved back above Robin 
Soderling to fourth place on 
the back of his run into the 
semi-finals in London. 

Nadal and Federer have 
filled the year-ending top two 
spots in the world rankings 
since 2005.

COPENHAGEN (AFP) - 
Former world heavyweight 
champion Evander Hoiyfieid 
is set to return to the ring next 
March, at the age of 48, to 
take on Denmark's Brian 
Nielsen, three years his jun¬ 
ior, in a battle of the veterans. 

Hoiyfieid, who has won 
the world heavyweight title 
four times in his career, last 
fought in April when he beat 
South Africa's Francois 
Botha in Las Vegas to win the 
World Boxing Federation's 
heavyweight title. 

He turned 48 in October 
and will face Denmark's 


Nielsen on March 5 
2011 in Copen¬ 
hagen in what will 
be Holyfield's 56th 
professional fight 
and he comes to 
Denmark with a 
record of 43 wins, 
28 knock-outs, ten 
defeats and two 
draws. 

Hoiyfieid, 
dubbed the Real 
Deal, has beaten 
George Foreman, 
Larry Holmes, Rid¬ 
dick Bowe and 
Michael Morrer in 
his career, but has 
won only five of his 
last ten fights since 
2002 . 

In contrast, this will be 
Nielsen's first fight for eight 
years, but the Dane has 
plenty of experience and 
brings an impressive record 
of 64 wins from 66 fights 
with 43 knock-outs and just 
two defeats. 

His last defeat was back in 
2001 against Mike Tyson 
when he retired in the sev¬ 
enth round having been 
knocked down in the third. 

His biggest success was 
13 years ago when he beat 
Larry Holmes on points to 
win the IBO heavyweight 
title. 


PARIS (AFP) - Venezuelan 
Pastor Maldonado, who won 
this year's GP2 title, was on 
Wednesday named as Rubens 
Barrichello's teammate at 
Williams for the 2011 For¬ 
mula One season, the British 
team announced. 

The 25-year-old, who re¬ 
places German Nico Hulken- 
burg, cut his racing teeth in 
karts, following a tradition 
set by his father and uncles. 

He won seven national ti¬ 
tles, moving into grand prix 
racing in 2003 with his previ¬ 
ous achievements including a 
win at Monaco in his debut 
GP2 season in 2007, a per¬ 
formance that caught the eye 
of Williams' Team Principal 
Frank Williams. 

"He drove a masterful race 
at Monaco," commented 
Maldonado's new boss. 

"Since then, he has regu¬ 
larly reminded us of his un¬ 
questionable talent with 
some skilful wins, particu¬ 
larly during this year's GP2 
championship, taking an un¬ 
surpassed record of six suc¬ 


cessive victories." 

Maldonado got the nod to 
partner veteran Brazilian 
Barrichello after shining in 
four days of testing for 
Williams in Abu Dhabi last 
month. 

He said: "2011 will be the 
first time in nearly thirty 
years that a Venezuelan has 
driven a Formula One car so 
I will be looking to get some 
good results in return for the 
support my country has given 
me to help get me to this po¬ 
sition today." 

The Williams team, who 
have lost several sponsors, 
were in need for a driver who 
could pay for his seat with 
Maldonado reported to be 
bringing in around 15million 
dollars. 

The Williams team, once 
the dominant force in FI, 
won the last of their nine con¬ 
structors championships in 
1997 and finished sixth in the 
season just ended. 

Barrichello, racing in his 
18th season, garnered 47 
points in 2010 whilst 23- 


year-old Hulkenberg finished 
with 22 points but also se¬ 
cured the team's first pole po¬ 
sition for five years in the 
penultimate race of the sea¬ 
son the Brazilian Grand Prix.

Clijsters captures WTA 
Player of the Year award 



ST. PETERSBURG (AFP) - 
Kim Clijsters, whose five ti¬ 
tles in 2010 included her sec¬ 
ond US Open crown in a row, 
was named the WTA Player 
of the Year in awards voting 
announced by the tour on 
Wednesday. 

The 27-year-old Belgian, 
who also won the award in 
2005, won at Brisbane, 
Miami, Cincinnati and the 
season-ending WTA Champi¬ 
onships in Doha as well as 
taking her third title at Flush¬ 
ing Meadows. 

Just one year after making 
a comeback following a break 
to rest injuries and start a fam¬ 
ily, Clijsters was voted the top 
honor in a balloting of players 
as well as the Player Service 


award for supporting 
women's tennis off the 
court. 

"It's really nice to win 
the Player of the Year 
award just one year after 
making a comeback," 
Clijsters said. "While I 
didn't think it would 
come so quickly, I am 
thrilled. 

"This year I met a lot 
of new girls and it was 
very nice that so many 
of them had positive re¬ 
actions to my daughter 
Jada as well." 

Justine Henin, who 
returned to the WTA last Jan¬ 
uary, was voted WTA Come¬ 
back Player of the Year. She 
reached the Brisbane final, 
losing to compatriot Clijsters 
in her first tournament back, 
and was the Australian Open 
runner-up in her first major 
after a one-year break. 

Henin won titles on 
Stuttgart clay and on grass at 
's-Hertogenbosch. 

Russian star Maria Shara¬ 
pova won Humanitarian of 
the Year for her work as a 
United Nations Goodwill 
Ambassador. She visited 
Chernobyl and spent time 
with children affected by the 
disaster there. 


Gambhir leads 
India to easy 
win over New 
Zealand

JAIPUR (AFP) - India's 
stand-in captain Gautam 
Gambhir cracked an unbeaten 
138 off 116 balls to lift the 
hosts to an eight-wicket win 
over New Zealand in the sec¬ 
ond one-day international on 
Wednesday. 

The left-hander's eighth 
one-day century enabled 
India to surpass New 
Zealand's challenging 258-8 
with seven overs to spare in 
the day-night match at the 
Sawai Man Singh stadium in 
Jaipur. 

The emphatic victory gave 
India a 2-0 lead in the five- 
match series after the hosts 
had won the first game in 
Guwahati on Sunday by 40 
runs. 

Gambhir put on 87 for the 
first wicket with Murali Vijay 
(33) and 116 for the second 
with Virat Kohli, who fol¬ 
lowed up his century in 
Guwahati with a fluent 64. 

The skipper hit 18 bound¬ 
aries in his fluent knock. 

Gambhir led India as regu¬ 
lar captain Mahendra Singh 
Dhoni was rested for the series 
along with other senior players 
including Sachin Tendulkar, 
Virender Sehwag, Zaheer 
Khan and Harbhajan Singh. 

The third match will be 
played in Vadodara on Saturday.

LPGA to end ’’female 
at birth” requirement 


ORFANDO (AFP) - A re¬ 
quirement for players to be 
"female at birth" will be re¬ 
moved from the FPGA Tour 
constitution, commissioner 
Michael Whan said Wednes¬ 
day. 

Whan said players voted 
Tuesday night to make the 
change, which will be final¬ 
ized in the coming weeks and 
would open the door to trans¬ 
gender players starting with 
the 2011 campaign. 

The move came in the 
wake of a federal lawsuit 
filed last October in San 


Francisco by Fana Fawless, a 
57-year-old American who 
underwent a sex change oper¬ 
ation five years ago to be¬ 
come a woman. 

Fawless claimed the "fe¬ 
male at birth" requirement vi¬ 
olated California's civil rights 
laws and was seeking a ban 
on FPGA events in the state 
until the tour changed the 
policy.
